CPS received a report on October 27, 2009 which included allegations of neglect of Trinity by Robert Gilchrist. An
in-home dependency petition was filed in juvenile court in November based on additional information received
regarding risk to Trinity.

CPS completed a joint investigation with the Phoenix Police Department.

Trinity will be placed in out of home care upon her discharge from the hospital. Another child in the home is
in the care of a relative.

Services will be provided to the family through the dependency action.
